The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to claims 1-4 and 7-23, the prior art searched and of record neither 
anticipates nor suggests in the claimed combinations, a halftoning technique including 
adding a proportion of the error at the current pixel to neighborhood error values at as 
yet unprocessed pixels of a subsequent scanline in accordance with a next scanline 
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error impulse response, where the next scanline error impulse response approximates a 
function which spreads with self-convolution in proportion to a degree of self- 
convolution.

This is achieved by error being distributed in a balanced or space reversed manner on 
subsequent scanlines by using a forward and a backward pixel pass.
